Philadelphia, March 20th. 
THE MAIL ROBBERS. 

The third man concerned in the robbery of the 
mail, was yesterday committed to prison by Alder- 
man Bartram, of this city ; and most of the money 
taken from the mail has been recovered. It ap- 
pears that the whole plan was formed here ; that it 
was to have been executed on this sicle the Susque- 
hannah ; but when the men arrived there, they 
concluded to cross the river, as there weuld be a 
rai chance of their getting to Baltimore un- 

iscovered, than to Philadelphia. After the de- 
tection of the two in Baltimore, the third immedi- 
ately stepped on board the steam-boat, and arriv- 
ed here on Saturday last. It appears that several 
were concerned in the plot; but they did not 
think it adviseable, nor did they deem it neces- 


sary, for more than three to leave Philadelphia to 
make the attack. As soonas the third man ar- 
rived here, there was a meeting with those con- 
cerned in the plot ; and on Monday morning, the 
money was distributed among them for the pur- 
pose of exchanging. ‘Iwo of those men were de- 
tected that day whilst attempting to pass one of 
the notes ; they had, however, exchanged between 
400 and 500 dollars before detection. The pro- 
ceeds of what they had exchanged were taken to 
the principal, and have since been recovered. On 
the following day the principal was taken, and on 
the next day fourothers. All but one are commit- 
ted for trial; the principal will be sent to Balti- 
more, the other, we presume, will be tried here. 
When we reflect, that in three days, nearly all 
the money has been recovered, and all concerned 
have been safely lodged in prison, we deem it un- 
necessary to make any comment on the activity 
and preseverance of those who assisted.

DREADFUL EXPLOSION, 

One of the most melancholy and disastrous 
events which it has fallen to our lot to record, is 
the late explosion of the powder manufactory and 
magazine of the Messrs. Duponts, near Wilming- 
ton, (Del.) which took place about 9 o’ciock on 
Thursday morning last. The following are all 
the particulars we have been abl: to gather: we 
have gathered them from sources which we believe 
entitled to credit. 

‘The workmen had just turned the water on the 
machinery and passed to the door of the grinding 
house, when an explosion took place, which blew 
two of the men a distance of about 200 yards 
without their sustaining any Other injury than 
some bruises occasioned by the fall. One of those

where the man had been standing. 

Our readers will bear in mind that the grind- 
ing, the granulating and drying houses and the 
magazine, all frame buildings, were respectively 
distant from each other nearly 300 yards. At the 
point of time when the grinding house exploded 
there was a wagon and five horses waiting at the 
magazine to receive a load of powder. ‘The ex- 
plosion blew the wagoner out of his wagon some 
yards—he instantly recovered his feet, cut the 
horses clear, jumped on one of them and whipped 
them as violently as he could to as great a dis- 
tance as pussible.—The wagon was blown into 
small pieces ; the tire, which was new, and an inch 
and a half thick, was su shattered that not one 
piece of it could be found six inches lung. One 
of the horses was killed by a stone; the other 
four and the wagener were unhurt. ‘The first ex- 
plosion caused such an alarm in Wilmington that 
the mass of tie population rushed out of heir 
houses and pressed over the bridge at the south end 
of the borough into the marsh. ‘ihe damage sus- 
tained in that borough, is not so great as was ap- 
prehended. The fire from the grinding house 
was soon communicate: to ether vuildings, and 
three explosions, the distance between the first 
and last about 2U minutes, terminated this shuck- 
ing calamity.
